SMOKE 
SIGNALS 
TO 
SUBMARINES 


In an effort to combat the submarine, the British have devised a 


means of surrounding a vessel with pmoke in a few minutes so that the 
submarine cannot take a direct aim at its quarry, merely firing into the 
cloud of smoke. This resembles the ostrich method of hiding. 
It is de- 


lusive and only a signal for other submarines that but for the smbke 


might, not see the vessel at, all. 


What is needed is not a smoke enveloping mechanism but a complete 


suppression of the smoke. 


It is the cloud of smoke in the sky (hut is first, seen by the sub- 


marines at a great distance away, thus giving them an opportunity to 
head off the steamers and sink them. 
What is needed, therefore, is the 


smokeless steamer. Smoke condensers are needed to prevent any smoke 
rising from the, steamers at, sea. 
It is well known that a ship at sea is 


often located by a cloud of smoko long before any part of the hull 
is visible above the horizon. 
We give this rip to our navy department 


with the hope that ii will he adopted as a snt'dy measure. 
If smoke 


consuming devices are applied in our big factories, why not ori our big 
merchantmen and even on our battleships? 
This plan in conjunction 


with scouting- hydroplanes and a sufficient number of submarine chasers 
should make the ravages of the submei\-ibles very much less formidable. 


tprUon we must form defensive alli- 
ances with other powers or else— 
which is better still—induce the great 
naval powers to unite in a league of 
peace.

from the British passenger steamship 
Alnwick Castle, already reported by 
Germany as having been sunk with- 
out warning on March ID. 


The five fro mine Trevose were res- 


cued by the Alnwick Castle from an 
open boat. 


The 24 men brought in by the Vene- 


zla had floated for four days and four 
nights in open boats 
before 
being 


picked up and five men died from ex- 
posure during this time. Many of those 
rescued are suffering from 
frostbite 


and frozen 
limbs. 


The Alnwick Castle, they said, car- 


ried a crew of 100 men and
